Closre at hand fs undoubtedly the
most beautiful monument on the whole
field—and one of the most recent, It
gehows a wounded lmperlal Eagle dy-
ing In defense of a broken standard.
It bears the simple legend "Aux
Derniers Combatants ‘de la Grande
Armee, 18 Juin 1815." To the last of
those who fought In the Grande
Armee of Napoleon, to the gallant vet.
erans of those wonderful soldiers the
Little Corporal led through Europe,
Frenchmen erected this striking mon-
ument only a few years since.

From Helle-Alliance  the pllgrim's
road led generally to the right elong
the narrow lane that runs through the
very center of the battlefleld to per-
haps the most historic of all its re-
malns, the Chateau de Hougomont.
The atory of this chateau is one that
can never dlo.

Hougomont was ona of tha advanced
posta of the British lines and the key
of the British position. If it had fal
len, the history of Europe would have
baen differently written.

At the time of the battle, Hougo-
mont was an old, partlv-rulned cha-
teau, surrounded by numerous out-
buildings. Dy the Great Duke's own
orders the place was hurrledly turned
ifito a fort. Here, throughout practi-
cally the whole day, the Coldstream-
ers, who foughlit the bulk of the de-
fending foree, held back the most
violont attacks of the action,

With the clreult from the Mound
to Delle-Alllance, and back to Hougo-
mont, the tourist generally contented
himself; but in Waterioo itself, and
in Mont St. Jean, thore are scores of
memorials of the famous day.

Waterloo was the Duke of Welling-
ton's headquarters from June 17th to
the 19th, The church contains a bust of

_him, by Geefs, and numergus memorial

slabs and tablets to the memory,
of thoge who fell in the battle.

And in the midst of the sublime
there {8, only a few pacea away from
the church, the ridiculous. In a cot-
tage garden stands a monument to
the leg of Lord Uxbridge, who com-
manded the cavalry in the battle. The
leg was amputated immediately after
the victory, and lies buried here with
an epitdph and a weoping widow
above g't.

New York, June 26.—To the list of
‘wently-two states In which workmen’s
compensation laws were already in
effect, eight moere states and the ter-
ritory of Alaska have this year been
added by the action of their leglsla-
tures during sessions which have just
come to a close. This growth of the
movement toward safeguarding the

welfare of the Jaborer and his depen-
fents I8 revealed In the summary of
this year's legislative activities, which
has been compiled by the Associated
Press. The summary also shows pro-
gress In the abollshment of child la-

bor and fn the direction of limiting
the working hours of minors.

The additional States to adopt work-
men's compensation are Wyomning,
Montana, Oklahoma, (lorado, Malne,
Icdiana, Vermont and Pennsylvania,
Favorable action toward the enaction
of such a measure was also taken by
the legislature of Utah, which created
a commission to investigate the ques-
tlon and report a bill for the consld-
eration of the next legislature, In
one state which consldered the matter,
New Mexico, a proposed workmen's
compensation law passed the house
but was defeated in the senate. In
lilaho, the bill was vetoed by the gov-
arnor.  Several other states revised
thelr former laws in orde rlo Insure
more eflicient operation.

Somwhat diffrnt standards as to the
way in which compensation should
be awarded and the law administer-
d are shown in the measurcs enact-
=i this year, but this lack of uniformi-
ty Is also a feature @f varlous laws
oreviously passetd in other states.
For instance, under the new Colorado’
statute injured workmen will receive
30 per cent o their wages during in-

:apacity, though not to excecd $8 a
week. In case of total permanent
Msabllity, the compensation s pay-
able through Hfe. “Wlhen death re-
sults from the accident, the worker's

fainily I8 Lo recelve a similar amount
for six years with a maximum of $2.-
300. 1In case of loss of eyes, hands,
limbs or other members, similar nay-
ments are to be made for a specifled
period, varying from a few weeks to
four ycars, dependent upon the na-
ture of the Injury.

Employers are required to Insure
payment cither in a ‘state insurance
fund to be created or a :nutual or
stock insprance company. Adminis-
tration 18 placed fn the hands of an
Industrial commission of three mem-
bers who shall adjust disputes ana
with aothority to make awards If em-
ployers or Insurance companles neg-
ilect. tv = make payments promptly.
|{Court proceedings are thereby prac-
tically ellniinated.

The Malne law, however, awards
her Injured workmen payment by the
smployer of not more than $10 a week
in case of total disabillty with a maxi-
mum of $3,000. Heirs In case of
death receive the same and the scale
of payments for those partly disabled
ranges from $4 to $10 a week.

| Pennsylvania provided for the pay-
ment of fifty per cent of wages, but
not more than $10 or less tham $5,
with & maximum, total of §4,000. The
act is electlive and takes away from
the employers the common law de-
fenses, but the people will vote in
November on a constitutional amend-
ment permlitting the legislature to
make it compulsory. The act creates
a state insurance fund, but employers
are permitted to protect themselwes

s in any other form of insurance or car-
